Mystery Man Sentenced 
In College Gun Incident 


ATHENS (#—A man who steadfastly refused to identify himself 
received a 15-20-year sentence Thursday under the name of John 
Doe for his part in a disturbance last January at the University of 
Georgia. He could have been sentenced to death. 


The nameless John Doe is about 
45 years old and weighs about 150 
pounds. He was sentenced in 
Clarke County Superior Court for 
robbery by force and intimidation 
—namely the wresting of a pistol 
from a guard at the dormitory of 
a recently admitted Negro coed 
the night of Jan. 15. 


The incident occurred four days 
after a student demonstration 
protesting the admittance of two 
Negroes rocked the university 
campus and brought in police 
with tear gas to quell the dis- 
order. 


After his conviction Thursday, 
the defendant spoke his first 
words to the court. He asked 
Judge Carlisle Cobb: “Could I 
serve that time at Rome, in the 
Floyd County Training Camp?” 


Cobb replied: ‘You'll have to 
take that up with the State Board 
of Corrections.” 


“IT would like to ask another 
question,’” John Doe said. ‘‘Can I 
have that sentence dated back to 
the time I was arrested?’’

Land Deal 
No I'raud, 
Hoffa Says 


By ROBERT 8S. McNEILL 


ORLANDO, Fla. (UPI)—Team- 
sters President James R. Hoffa 
pleaded innocent ‘Thursday to 
charges of fraudulently using the 
mails to promote a private land 
development scheme that he fi- 
nanced with $500,000 of union 
funds. 


“IT have good faith in the Amer- 
ican people to tell right from 
wrong,’” Hoffa said before enter- 
ing the courtroom of U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge Dozier Devane. 


Appearing as a_ co-defendant 
with Hoffa in the case was De- 
troit banker Robert E. McCarthy 
Jr. He too entered a plea of in- 
nocent. 


SECOND TIME 


It was the second time in 10 
months the two men have been 
arraigned on the same charges. 
An earlier indictment naméd an- 
other Hoffa associate, Henry 
Lower of Detroit, who has since 
died of cancer. The original in- 
dictment was thrown out last July 
because of a legal technicality. 


Hoffa was dressed in a blue 
business suit for his court ap- 
pearance Thursday. He = stood 
stiffly erect with his hands at his 
sides while his attorneys, Jacob 
Kossman of Philadelphia and 
Charles Davis of Orlando, did the 
talking. 


The only time he spoke during 
the 10 - minute proceeding was 
when U.S. Attorney James Dowd 
asked both defendants to state 
their names and ages for the 
record. 


“James R. Hoffa, 48,” the labor 
leader replied. 


PLEAS ACCEPTED 


The Judge accepted the inno 
cent pleas and gave the defend- 
ants until Dec. 1 to file motions. 
No trial date was set. 


Hoffa and McCarthy are ac- 
cused of using the mails to pro. 
mote Sun Valley Inc., a housing 
development near Cape Canav- 
eral, Fla. The government 
charges that the project was rep- 
resented as a union-sponsored re- 
tirement haven for Teamsters, 
whereas it actually was a 
privately-owned corporation. 


The government further 
charged that Hoffa poured more 
than $500,000 of the funds of four 
Detroit locals into the project. 
Lots in the development, the gov- 
ernment said, sold for as high 
as $1,090 and were represented 
as being on high, dry land. Al- 
though some were so permeated 
with water that they could not 
be used for building sites.

Atlanta needs to-make a fast start to- 
ward rapid transit. (‘Rapid transit” is a 
rather unsatisfactory term meaning com- 
muter trains, rubber-tired or otherwise, 
to run on railroad rights of way and 
move people of the metropolitan area in 
and out of Atlanta before traffic jams it 
completely.)

Statistics show that Georgia has the 
highest death rate of any state in the 
union from homicides and non-negligent 
manslaughter—13.4 per 100,000 popula- 
tion. Such a high rate of violent killings 
does little credit to a state whose people 
pride themselves upon being law-abiding. 
Georgia also holds another record— 
it executes more people than any other 
state. Capital punishment, meted out as 
casually as people go around murdering 
each other, has proved no deterrent to 
crimes of violence. It may even have 
contributed to the disregard for human 
life. 

In view of these facts and figures, 
Georgia can do little finger-pointing at 
other states. We should set about putting 
our own house in order.

Was it faith they needed or 
life-jackets? Surely this was no 
time to hear a sermon on faith.

To Jesus, faith was not a 
weak, sentimental thing but a 
force with muscular fibre, so 
strong in fact that as little of 
it as a mustard seed could re- 
move mountainous § circum- 
stances. 

This salutary type of dynam- 
ics comes not from wishful 
thinking or ardent admiration 
of it. Instead, it is hammered 
out on the anvil of honest 
doubts, queries, risks run, and 
burning midnight oil. Few saint- 
ly souls ever get into the sanc- 
tuary of trusting belief without 
going through the vestibule of 
honest doubting. Said Tennyson, 
*‘More real faith lives in honest 
doubt than in half our creeds.” 
To call gullibility ‘faith’ is to 
misunderstand what Jesus 
meant. An attitude that ques- 
tions nothing only F*cause some- 
one has said that it is true isn’t 
the identifying mark of genuine 
faith. Such is foolishness. 

If much of the superstition 
‘and hearsay that has paraded 
in the name of Christian the- 
ology had been subjected to the 
rigorous tests of questioning, 
weighing, authenticating, the 
Kingdom of God would have 
been spared many of the divi- 
sive cults and sects. Truth and 
faith run no risks of being 
shorn of their strength when 
thrown into the fire of testing, 
any more than gold is harmed. 


Instead, the intense heat re- 
fines the gold by separating 
dross from the pure karat. Just 
so with Biblical truth. Admit- 
ting that much of the Bible is 
so incredible in the light of our 
limited. experience and knowl- 
edge is the very atmosphere in 
which an abiding faith can be 
generated. 

This is positive doubting—the 
kind which sets itself to the 
task of separating shadow from 
substance, the imitation from 
genuine and the temporal from 
the eternal. This is a kind of 
uncynical doubting foyer lead- 
ing straight into the temple of 
granitic faith, the kind which 
can move mountains, circum- 
stantial or otherwise.

Cook Ruling Gives 
GOP a Big Boost 


A general election race for governor next year be- 
came a strong possibility Thursday when Atty. Gen. Eu- 
gene Cook clarified the qualification requirements. 


Cook held that any candidate — 
Republican, independent, or Dem- 
ocrat — can get on the ballot 
simply by obtaining the signatures 
of 5 per cent of the registered 
voters. 


Republicans welcomed the de- 
cision. They already were plan- 
ning to make the race, but feared 
they would have to get petitions 
from five per cent of the regis- 
tered voters in all 159 counties. 


“We definitely will have a can- 
didate for governor next year; we 
feel that we have to,” said State 
GOP Chairman James W. Dorsey. 
“A tremendous number of people 
throughout Georgia want Republi- 
can candidates on the 1962 gen- 
eral election ballot.’’ 


With the requirements’ thus 
spelled out, it appeared the Re- 
publicans could get their petitions 
signed with much less trouble. 
They had been afraid of a meti- 
culous count on each of the coun- 
ties. 

But Cook pointed out that in- 
dependents or dissatisfied Demo- 
crats also could gain places on 
the ballot by using the same 
method as Republicans. 


Cook’s ruling had been asked by 
Secretary of State Ben Fortson, 
who is charged with certifying 
the eligibility of candidates to 
get their names on the general 
election ballot. 


The attorney general pointed to 
the 1933 law which says “.. . 
such candidate shall also file a 
petition for that purpose signed 
by not less than five per cent 
of the registered voters in that 


territory. . +. Where he is run- 
ning. 


“‘Manifestly,”” Cook ruled, “The 
term ‘territory’ does not express- 
ly or impliedly require a geo- 
graphical or political dispersion in 
the procurement of signatures 
upon the petition. 


“Therefore, it is my opinion 
that such procurement may be 
achieved in any area or areas 
within the state of Georgia cap- 


fable of producing the requisite 


number of such signatures.” 


Dorsey and Democratic Party 
Chairman James Gray of Albany 
were in agreement on one point: 
The ruling was fair. 


Gray added, “If it’s going to 
bring a wider debate of the im- 
portant issues, it’s a good thing.” 


Neither Gray nor Dorsey would 
say whom the Republicans might 
run. Gray said, “I don’t know of 
any man of prominence in the 
Republican Party.” Dorsey said 
the GOP State Central Commit- 
tee may not decide until early 
spring what name to choose. 


Some Republicans, however, 
have been talking of William R. 
Bowdoin of Winder and Atlanta as 
a potential candidate. 


Some dissatisfied Democrats 
have mentioned Mayor Ed Wilson 
of Macon as their choice for an 
independent to run against the 
winner of the Democratic 
Primary.

Both France, Algeria Tense 


As New Crisis Shapes Up

PARIS—Storm warnings of an 
imminent new. crisis for France 
and the Fifth Republic were fly- 
ing here and in Algeria Thurs- 
day. 


The government reinforced se- 
curity forces in the capital and 
forcibly repatriated to Algeria by 
air and sea the first 522 of.the 
more than 13,000 Algerians ar- 
rested in the last 48 hours and in 
other recent round-ups. Alto- 
gether, officials plan to send about 
1,500 of the leaders of outbreaks 
back to their villages in Algeria. 


NEW CHALLENGE 


These new troubles put added 
strain on government security 
forces at a time when they were 
bracing to face a new challenge 
in Algeria by the uncaptured 
leaders of the army mutiny there 
in April. They are headed by 
former Gen. Raoul Salan.

WASHINGTON — The adminis- 
tration believes that Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer will visit Wash- 
ington shortly after he has organ- 
ized a new West German govern- 
ment, probably in early November. 


No invitation or request for an 
invitation can be delivered by 
either side until the 85-year-old 
German leader gets a formal 
mandate from the West German 
Legislature. But it is thought here 
that Adenauer will want to confer 
with President John F. Kennedy 
before the West evolves a bar- 
gaining position on Berlin and 
Germany. 


WAITING FOR BONN 


The next move in the crisis has 
been held up pending proposals by 
Bonn on what kind of compromise 
formulas it might be able to 
accept. 


With France opposed to any talk 
of compromise at this stage, and 
with Britain and the United States 
not wishing to be charged with a 
“sellout” of the Germans, Ade- 
nauer has, for the moment, be- 
come the pivotal figure in the 
alliance. 


West German fears of big pow- 
er deals that would overlook 
Bonn’s “vital” interests have 
prompted the chancellor to cor- 
respond regularly with Kennedy 
in recent months. In the past 
two weeks, Washington has done 
its best to assure the Germans 
that no secret proposals were of- 
fered the Russians, or even con- 
templated. 


DISCUSSION WANTED 

At the same time, the adminis- 
tration believes the Germans 
must come up with suggestions 
for a possible East-West accom- 
modation. Some proposals, which 
the New German government will 
have to present to the German 
people, are said to be under 
study in Bonn. But Adenauer has 
indicated to unofficial callers a 
desire to meet with Kennedy to 
discuss the entire situation. 


The earliest date mentioned 
here for an Adenauer visit has 
been Nov. 8 or 9, right after the 
official visit by Prime Minister 
Jawaharlal Nehru of India.

Cars Pull Ahead of Diseases 
As No. 1 Killer of Children — 


Conquest of many dread dis- 
eases of yesterday has cut the 
death rate among young Geor- 
gians by almost three-fourths, but 
the automobile has emerged as 
the greatest threat to the state's 
young. 


A survey by the biostatistical | 
service the state Board of 
Health this week showed motor 
vehicle accidents to be the top 
killer . of Georgians between 15 
and 24 years of age. This is fol- 
lowed by other accidents, with 
homicides third, 


Thirty years ago, however, tu- 
berculosis was the chief killer of 
Georgia young adults, followed by 
diseases of pregnancy and child 
birth, and pneumonia. 


Two of these three are no long- 
er listed in the top 10 killers of 
Georgians. Only diseases of preg- 


nancy and child birth remain, 
ranking ninth. 


In 1930, the death rate was 
463.1 per 100,000 persons between 
15 and 24 in Georgia. Today, it 
is 122.2 per 100,000. 


In 1930, motor ‘vehicle accidents 
were eighth in causes of death. 
Today, auto accidents are the 
Number One killer, taking 245 
lives in 1960, 


Improved health standards and 
preventative medicine have com- 


pletely removed four of the top 


10 killers in 1930 from the present 

day listing.

Nephritis,, which ranked 10th 
in 1930, is now in the eighth posi- 
tion. Complications of pregnancy 
and childbirth rank ninth. 


Another new classification to 
the list is that of congenital mal- 
formations ‘birth defects) which 
now holds the 10th place. 


While auto accidents rose from 
the eighth spot in the 1930 list 
to number one today, the number 
of cars-in Georgia has also in- 
creased. In 1930, there were 352,- 
186 cars in Georgia, one for every 
eight persons. Today, there is one 
car for every 2.6 Georgians, a 
total of about 1,504,435 cars.

East pulled off a neat decep- 
tive maneuver today to defeat 
a three no-trump contract that 
was, on the surface, unbeatable. 
A casual survey reveals that de- 
clarer has 10 cashable tricks. How 
a mirage of sorts reduced these 
10 to seven is the basis of this 
tale. 


For want of anything better, 
West opened the queen of dia- 
monds, which was taken by dum- 
my’s ace. A club was led to the 
ten and West won with the queen. 
West continued with the jack of 
diamonds, which was permitted 
to hold, and now he shifted to the 
eight of spades. 


East’s jack forced the king 
and declarer led the jack of 
hearts, taken by West’s ace. West 
returned the spade deuce, to sug- 
gest that he originally started 
with a doubleton, and South 
played the ace from dummy and 
led another club. 


At this point East made the 
key play of the deal when he 
put up the king of clubs. His the- 
ory was, ‘‘Declarer intends to fi- 
nesse for the king anyway, so | 
will be revealing nothing by play- 
ing it. But he does not know my 
distribution which I will try to 
conceal from him.” 


From deciarer’s standpoint, 
East's play of the king of clubs 
on the second lead of that suit 
marked West with the 97 of 
clubs, and the hand could be won 
only by projecting an end play 
against West. 


So he cashed the king of dia- 
monds, on which West discarded 
a heart, and then he played king, 
queen, and another heart, throw- 
ing West in for the projected end 
play in clubs. But West produced 
the seven of spades for partner 
to take the balance of the tricks.

New bankruptcy Cases filed in 
federal courts in the Atlanta Di- 
vision reached a high during the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1961, 
in line with a national trend. 


Bankruptcy cases were up from 
1,620 cases for fiscal 1960 to 2,- 
473 cases last year. This is well 
above the national average in- 
crease. 


Nationally, bankruptcy filing for 
fiscal 1961 were up one-third, 
according to the Commerce 
Clearing House. 


Voluntary straight bankruptcy 
cases, most of which were per- 
sonal or nonbusiness proceedings, 
account for tke great majority 
of cases. Business filing and 
cases involving debt extension for 
wage earners, as well as straight 
voluntary cases, had all increased.

A new State Department of 
Youth can be financed and will 
be passed—if enough Georgians 


want it.

Rep. James A. Mackay of De- 
Kalb County, Rep.. Wilson Brooks 
of Fulton County and Rep. Clar- 
ence Vaughn of Rockdale Coun- 
ty discussed the possibility of 
the General Assembly passing 
legislation to form a new state 
agency to handle youth prob- 
lems before a _ gathering of 
about 300 women. 


70 CLUBS 


The women represent some 
70 women’s clubs over the 5th 
District, headed by Mrs. R. L. 
Maulding of Atlanta. 


Charles Weltner, Atlanta at- 
torney, spoke in favor of the de- 
partment and Mrs. Mamie K. 
Taylor moderated the panel dis- 
cussion. 

The urgency for a separate 
state agency to handle youth 
affairs climaxed last summer 
in a survey showing that almost 
5,000 Georgia young people were 
held in common jails during a 
one-year period. 

“We have worked on this 
legislation for the past 10 
years,” Mrs. Taylor pointed out. 
“This is the year to get it 
passed.”” 

Mrs. Maulding and Mrs. E. 0. 
Cabaniss of Maxeys, president 
of the Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Club, asked the group 
to go home and push the issue 


In the same youth field, the 
group also went on record to 
retain Georgia’s compulsory 
education law, to keep children 

in school until age 16. 


Mrs. Henry Toombs, another 
leader of the youth department 
movement, reminded that the 
federation of women’s clubs has 
always fought for legislation for 
children in trouble.. 


“This is an emergency,” she 
said.

But for Elmer Winter it’s a 
habit that spells more success 
than trouble: The Milwaukee 
executive courageously admits 
a woman's place is everywhere, 
including the business world. 
And part of HIS job is to help 
her find the situation for which 
she’s most qualified. Co-founder 
of a firm that today is one of 
the largest part-time employ- 
ers of women, Mr. Winter's 
efforts have marked him as a 
top job expert. 


His trail-blazing path this 
week led to Atlanta, where a 
group conversation immediately 
turned to the visitor’s recently 
published book, “A Woman's 
Guide to Earning a Good Liv- 
ing.”” It will soon be followed 
by “A Guide to Public Stock 


Offering,” with the business- 
man in mind. 
“The tendency to work is 


contagious,”” Mr. Winter ob- 
served. “‘As women see their 
friends getting a job and liking 
it, they, too, become interested 
in the hows and whys for them- 
selves.”" 


Literally hundreds of such 
women have sought the advice 
of the author, who began his 
career as a lawyer. Mr. Winter 
had his own successful practice 
when a temporary help crisis 
led him to form the employ- 
ment firm.

“During our first 12 years as 
an  organization,”” he _ said, 
“we've learned a lot about 
employment and about women. 
We’ve learned, for instance, to 
think of working women in 
terms of seven groupings, based 
on their age, their marital and 
family status.”’

Field Thursday 
afternoon waiting for Coach Bobby Dodd to sound the’ 
work whistle. 


Tt just so happened that Tate was stationed on the 35-yard line, 


off to the Tech 36 and thus ended 
their most serious offensive bid of the 
afternoon. 


ys ‘Do you think you can repeat the 
feat against Auburn?” a_ reporter 
‘4. asked. 


Tate, who has achieved exceptional 
success as the new defensive architect 
at Tech, gave the man a hdrd stare 
and replied that Auburn was a much 
tougher foe than Duke. 


“This is a typical Auburn line,” 
said Griffin, ‘but they’re deing some 
different things. They've jazzed up 
the offense. They're playing it dif- 
ferent this year.” 


Early arrivals were tossing and 
punting footballs at the other end of 
the field when a young man, who 
looked as though he might be one of 
the neighboring O'Keefe halfbacks, 
walked onto the field. 


Tate promptly spotted Wee Billy Williamson, who was 
dressed out in sweat clothes, and strolled over to talk with the 
injured halfback ace. 


Williamson, who came to play, was walking briskly in an 
attempt to make the coaches forget his twisted ankle. 


‘Are you healthy?” someone shouted to Williamson. 


“Yes, sir,’ the Tech All-America candidate quickly answered. 
“I'm ready to play.”

Unfortunately, trainer Buck Andel isn’t as optimistic as Wil- 
liamson, but no decision will be reached until Friday. 


“‘He really wants to play,” said Griffin, “and we want him to 
play. But we just don’t know. Of course, we're very happy to have 
a boy like Joe Auer as a replacement."’ 


By now rehearsal time had arrived and the Engineers swung 
into action. It was a typical workout. There was no shouting or 
reference to this week's foe. The Techmen were too busy concen- 
trating on assignments. It’s doubtful if any team in football de- 
votes more time to detail and fundamentals, and it's no accident 
that the Engineers know what they're doing when the bell sounds. 


Williamson, under orders to do no running, was in the 
middle of the offensive huddle. He'll be ready, if the ankle, 
injured on the last play of the first half against Duke, holds up. 


“He'll say he’s ready,” said Dodd, chatting with newsmen on 
the sidelines. “‘He gives a 100 per cent in practice and in the game. 
As I said earlier in the week, I've never coached a better all-round 
back than Billy. Paul Rotenberry is the only boy I’d compare 
with him, and Williamson is a better runner. He’s also a fine 
blocker and plays the defense. We hope we can use him, but I’m 
not going to take a chance unless he’s ready. We'll let him run 
tomorrow and then we'll decide. 


‘You know,” Dodd-eontinued, “that it’s ironic that we have a 
boy Who played on the same high school team with Billy as his 
replacement, Joe Auer played on the same team with Williamson 
at Coral Gables. He almost came to Tech when Billy did. After 
entering Miami, he decided to transfer here.”

At least for one afternoon, in the second half against Duke, 
Williamson’s huge shoes weren't too large for Auer. The Duke line 
had lost much of its first-half enthusiasm under the constant pound- 
ing, but Auer was the man who struck the scoring match for the 
Techs. Since Williamson can’t be in peak shape even if he plays 
Saturday, Auer will again have a chance to be the man of the hour. 


Both Dodd and Auburn's Ralph Jordan are counting on more 
scoring than usual Saturday. Of course, that doesn't necessarily 
mean a TD binge is on tap, for Auburn's nine points last year 
represented the highest total by either team in four games. 


“I’m saying that we expect more scoring Saturday,” Dodd 
said, “merely because both teams have scored more than 
usual this season. I wouldn’t be surprised if the winner scores 
three touchdowns.” 


Tech will go for all the TDs it can muster against the tough 
Auburn line, but the Engineers positively won't go for two points. 


Mr. Morris McLemore, the king-size Miami News columnist, 
projected the two-point conversion into the conversation. He re- 
called that Tech had gone for one instead of two in the 1959 game. 


Dodd assured McLemore that Tech would go for one again 
Saturday if and when the Engineers scored. As a matter of fact, I 
don’t recall an SEC team going for two in the clutch this year. 


In the last four Tech-Auburn fracases, a mere total of six points 
have separated the bitter foes, with the War Bagles winning three 
and tieing once. Thus, Auburn Saturday will lay its longest 
unbeaten skein on Grant Field since 1938. After losing 13 straight 
to Tech, Auburn has lost only once in six engagements.

Weird Fish Tales? 
_ Add These to List

It was just as obvious that he knew very 
little about fishing. He told us that he had re 
cently caught two largemouth black bass in Fior- 
ida and that each one weighed over 3 pounds. 
| He made the impression all right, but I doubt if 
he'll ever know what kind, until someone informs 
him that the world record weight for a black 
bass has stood at 22 pounds, 4 ounces for more 


More credible are some of the stories I’ve 
heard this fall. Bill Street was telling me that 


down on Sinclair Lake the other day he hooked a bass on a water 
dog that bucked his casting rod with a show of power until the 
hook tore out. Bill reeled in, wondering how he had lost a fish 
that seemed so securely hooked, when the bass jumped not more 
than 20 feet from his boat, When it came to the surface a second 
time in the same spot, Bill cranked his motor and ran over to 
take a closer look. The third time the largemouth wallowed on 
the surface, he put his net under the fish and caught it, 


Bill figured that was mighty strange until he examined the 
fish. The hooks had caught in its gills and ripped part of them 
away, and the fish, figuring it was still hooked, was jumping to 
rid its gills of the steel. It probably was having trouble getting 
enough oxygen with only one set of gills, and may have died 
anyway. On the tackle box scales, it weighed a little over 10 pounds. 


Lost Lure Returned by Bass 


T. B. Willard told me that up on Lake Lanier he was trolling 
a bomber that caught on an underwater snag and broke off. Now 
that’s not hard to do in Lanier, but a bomber will float, and many 
times the recoil of a broken line jars it free. Lf you'll wait around 
a few minutes, it may float to the surface. 


The bomber came up, as he expected, and T. B. started 
toward it. A bass got there first, slashing it off the surface and 
disappeared with the lure in its mouth. 


“And 1 hadn’t had a strike all day,” Willard said 


He was scratching his head, wondering what to do next, when 
the fish jumped and threw the lure out of its mouth, so close to 
the boat that T. B. simply paddled over and picked it up. 


‘I put that bomber back on the erd of my trolling line,’ he 
declared, ‘‘and pulled it back and forth across that point for the 
remainder of the afternoon, and never did get another strike.” 


With these bright, crisp fall days, the bass are beginning to 
move again, and it is easy to predict that between now and the 
time cold weather sets in there will be some mighty strange 
goings-on between the fishermen and the fish.
